He now denounce*, although he 
didn't say it in the statement he 
and Khrushchev put out, Russia's 
resumption of nuclear testing He 
doesn’t agree with Kennedy on 
self-determination for Communist 
East Germany. 


But Nehru's visit point* up a* 
well

anything some of the 
problems Kennedv has. too 
Thi* 
country is friendly, and wants to 
remain that wav. with both India 
and Pakistan which are not friend­ 
ly at all. 


Last July Kennedy entertained 
Pakistan's President Ayub Khan 
and they, too. issued a statement

informed that he could object to 
the proposal as prescribed by law
